WASHINGTON — A congressional 
committee, giving the public a peek 
into the 1986 pay envelopes of the 
United States highest paid industrial- 
ists, movie stars and financiers, dis- 
closed that Alfred P. Sloan Jr, of 
General Motors, topped the list with 
$563.311. 

Thirteen men received in excess of 
$300.000 each for tho vear, the report 
showed, and nine of them were offi- 
cials of the General Motors Corpora- 
tion, William S Knudsen. its vire- 
president, ranked second to Sloan with 
$459.878, 

In the entertainment world Gary 
Cooper was tops with $$370,214. 


LOOK OUT FOR THE 
FISH PEDDLAR MENACE 


Already several peddlars of fish 
have appeared in this district with the 
excellent Whitefish and the doubtful 
Tullibee. which look very much alike. 
The Tullibee is usually smaller, 
weighing about 1 1-2 pounds and 
practically never reaches the 2 1-2 Ibs 
of the ordinary Whitefish. The flesh 
of the Tulibee is not so white and has 
a more oily appearance than the flesh 
of the Whitefish, 

The Tulibee is very commonly in- 
fested with one of the stages of u 
tane worm, which js apparently not 
injurious to man. They also are verv 
commonly infested with cysts which 
contain a form of pus. Freezing 
causes these evsts to rupture and the 
pus spreads rapidly through the fleshy 
parts of the meat. These particular 
fish defects, although they apparently 
do not cause disease in man, are not 
pleasant to contemnlatée,. ~ 

The sale of Tullibee as Whitefish is 
illegal, or by anv name which sur- 
gests to the publie that Whitefich is 
being sold. In buvine Whitefish from 
pedlars. the huver should obtain a sale 
bill with whitefish written on it nlain- 
ly and the name of the salesman. Tt 
is also well to get the license numher 
of his truck jin case you later find 
your whitefish full of pus. 

Fish neddlars who are selling their 
own catch cannot he prevented from 
selling their wares in anv community 
but they can he nrevented from selling 
Tullibee as Whitefish. 

Bv far the safest method is to buy 
vour fish from vour own meat market 
These meat markets are under sani- 
tary control and they stand back of 
the gonds they sell. Thev cannot sell 
you Tullibee for Whitefish because 
thev cannot drive away leaving you 
holding the bag.—Nanton News.

Thatcher, that new valuable rust- 
resistant wheat, is truly an interna- 
tional product. 

Marquis formed two of the four 
grandparents of Thatcher, and Mar- 
quis was originated by the Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa, One of 
the other grandparents was Tumillo, 
an Italian Durum wheat. Another 
grandparent was Kanred, a selection 
from Turkey Red, a Russian Black 
Sea area variety. 

Going back a little further, we find 
that the parents of Marquis in turn 
were Red Fife, which came from the 
shores of the Baltic Sea in Germany 
and Poland, and Calcutta Red, an In- 
dian wheat from the Himalayan 
Mountains. 

Thatcher, therefore, going back only 
three generations, can really be said 
to be the final product of the vision, 
imagination and talented work of the 
plant breeders of the United States, 
Canada, Italy, India, north and south 
Russia and of Germany. 

What a remarkable picture of fine 
international co-operation between the 
scientists in agriculture of many dif- 
ferent races and nations; all finally 
resulting in a considerable increase in 
income to the farmers of the United 
States and Canada; resulting, too, in 
substantial benefits to all engaged in 
the internatinal wheat industry, and 
to the people of the whole world who 
consume wheaten bread.

“Whenever I g0 to London, states 
Roger W. Babson, I spend a part of 
the last day at Westminster Hall, 
adjoining the Parliament Buildings 
at Westminster. To me this is the 
most historic building in the world. 
The Sphinx of Egypt, the ruins of 
Greece and the relics of pre-historic 
man are interesting; but the really 
great events of civilization took 
place in this old hall in London. It 
was built in 1097-1399 and is one of 
the most remarkable pieces of tim- 


ber architecture in existence. Its 
great arched roof rises 92 feet from 
the door—without post or girder. 


This roof is of oak, and history says 
that the trees from which it was cut 
were about 500 years old in 1097. 
Here is my final thought: During 
those 500 years the timber in this 
roof was subjected to every storm 
imaginable, But the pulling at the 
roots, as the winds swayed the trees, 
only served to give these roots more 
space in which to grow. For 800 
years since the trees were cut these 
timbers remained sound, withstand- 
ing tire, revolutions, wars and every 
other vicissitude. The last genera- 
tion of Englishmen, however, de-| 
cided to attempt to heat and “civil- 
ize’ this hall. With this civilization 
came a@ very small beetle which 
got into the wood.

Flying Clinic Provided For Out-Of- 
Way Reserves 

A flying clinic is being used by the 
the 
services of modern medicine to out- 
of-the-way Indian reserves in west- 
ern Canada, 

A complete diagnostic outfit, in- 
cluding X-ray apparatus and an elec- 
trical generator to operate it, was 
recently flown from Prince Albert, 
Sask., to Indian residential schools 
at Lac. le Ronge and Beauval in 
northern Saskatchewan. There tuber- 
culosis clinics were conducted by Dr. 
senior Indian atfairs 
medical officer for Saskatchewan. 

While planes had previously been 
used to carry medicine and supplies 
to remote districts this was the first 
time the facilities of a modern clinic 
were brought to the Indians by air 

Attention to the children in schools 
is considered by officials the most 
effective approach to the eradication 
of diseases to which the Indians are 
susceptible. Many of the pupils have 
been examined by X-ray and 
results obtained.

There is an old French proverb 
which says: “Death enters by the 
mouth,” It is eminently true. The 


mouth is about the dirtiest cavity in 
the body. It harbours germs of dis- 
ease without number and, while a 
cancer is not the result of germ 
action, conditions in ones mouth 
favour the incidence of cancer in 
that area. Infection of teeth, of 
tonsils, of the base of the tongue, the 
condition known as pyorrhoea, ill-fit- 
ting dental plates, the irritation of a 
broken tooth and general uncleanli- 
ness of the teeth, all contribute to 
cancer in a person predisposed to 
that affection. So to@ do excessive 
use of tobacco, and syphilis. Cancer 
of the floor of the mouth or inside of 
the cheek is frequently due to bad 
teeth, tobacco, and syphilis. Women 
have less cancer of the mouth than 
men for the reason that women kcep 
their teeth cleaner than men do and 
besides women until recently smoked 
less than men. The next 20 years of 
the prevailing tobacco habits of 
women may tell a different story. 

The influence of chronic irritation 
in causing cancer of the mouth 
well illustrated by the betel-nut 
chewers of Eastern lands. Cancer of 
the mouth in women of this country 
exists to the extent of about 1 10th 
of per cent. This incidence in 
Ceylon is 18% and in the Philip- 
pines 25%. The reason is said to bc 
the irritation produced by the habit 
of betel-nut chewing among wornen 
of these countries.

One Of The Greatest Educational 
Forces In Our Modern Civilization 
When I hear people criticizing the 

amount of advertising in their news- 
papers and magazines—-or over their 
radio--it always strikes me as a 
completely selfish attitude.

Advertising has ‘done more to 
stimulate buying than any other fac- 
tor. When we buy advertised pro- 
ducts, we know that we are doing 
business with manufacturers who are 


| willing to stand back of what they 


sell. By making statements in writ- 
ing, and signing his name to those 
Statements, a manufacturer gives a 
written guarantee of his honesty, and 
the reliability of his goods, Mis- 
statements in advertising are a legal 
offense and open to prosecution. 


In those countries where adver- 
tising flourishes (Canada and the 
United States principally) we find 


people with higher standards of liv- 
ing. We find more intellectual peo- 
ple- people with more time to do 
things, largely as a result of im- 
proved products given to us through 
advertising. 

Advertising has done a great deal 
(more than any other force) to in- 
erease production, and has brought 
about a consequent reduction in 
prices. Automobiles are a case in 
point. Fifteen years ago they cost 
twice as much -and yet to-day they 
are infinitely better and more re 
liable. Cameras when they first came 
on the market sold for $40 and the 
plates $9. Now we buy very good 
ones around $10 and less, with films 
costing 30¢ to develop Rlectric 
light bulbs to-day give twice as 
much light for the money, 

Life insurance companies are giv- 
ing us booklets and = information 
which help us toward héalthier liv- 
ing and at the same time enabling 
us to build up an estate on small 
weekly or monthly payments od 
manufacturers have model kitchens 
so that they may give us new and 
tested recipes Manufacturers of 
soap products, polishes, ete,, are per- 
fecting products which cut down on 


manual labour and do a better job 
at the same time, 
Advertising makes goods ayail- 


able to us at a standard quality and 
a standard price whether we live in 
a hamlet or the largest metopolis 
Any criticism of advertising is small 
indeed compared with the disclosures 
which could be made of tirms and 
products where there is no advertis- 
ing, and no written guarantee that 
we are even getting whal we pay for 
In countries where advertising is un- 
known, the people are ignorant and 
it is a case of “Let the Buyer Be- 
ware,” 

But advertising has taken the guess 
out of buying. We know that adyver- 
tised products have to livgup to high 
standards of quality And in buying 
advertised brands, we are doing busi- 
ness right out in the open with firms 
who are reliable and ready to sub- 
stantiate all the claims made for the 
products they sell 

So let us appreciat
